done in Iho campaign for the union station. The 
exception is found in Hie city council's reversal 
of ils first endorsement of the project—no very 
great matter, perhaps, in its intrinsic effect on a 
proposal which must ultimately be decided by 
Hie niilrond commission, but serious in that it 


.-olor of internal disagreement to a rnove- 


im'iil which is fact has had practically the 
uiKiiiimous support of public opinion in the city. 


Forduiately tlie queslioni remains open, 


find there is slill time for the council to line up 
wlh tlic wishes of Ihe community before the. 
case goes lo the final judgment of the commis- 
sion. Ami there exists now certain reasons for 
(hi! union station whieh'arc of great force and 
which, we believe, uu^hl not to be ignored by 
Ihe aldermen. 


To put il in a nutshell, the success of Ihe 


union station campaign would mean several 
hundred thousand dollars" worth of jobs to La 
C.msso labor at a time when such a source of 
employment would be very welcome. It would 
mean employment riot only for a limited class 
of workmen, but for many trades ranging from 
common .labor on up the scale. Commencement 
of the union station this spring would'mean a 
year or more of steady work for literally hun- 
dreds of men whose prospects are otherwise by 
jio means certain. 


That the union station is also a matter of 


public, improvement which is earnestly desired 
by all classes of cili/cjiship in La Crosse merely 
strengthens its appeal from the standpoint of 
emergency employment. 
Certainly it 
offers 


more permanent values lo Ihe city than the 
job of carrying water-between the bridges and 
(lumping it bade into the river which the present 
mayor a few years ago declared would be a 
justifiable public work ,to supply employment if 
nothing else were available. \Vc trust that the 
reasoning which prompted that statement slill 
holds its force, for him, and lhat in view of the 
present necessities of Ihe workingmen for whom 
In- was then solicitous ho will cot now fail to rec- 
ii^ni/.r- (lie great employment, possibilities offered

fere \vith efficiency and economy they are open 
to criticism. But in stabilizing the relations be- 
tween the roads and their employes, they con- 
tribute importantly to.a very vital public serv- 
ice, and as such ought not to be cast aside until 
ii is definite that their defects cannot be fairly 
adjusted.

of Problems to Come Be- 


fore New Legislature

MADISON, Wis.—Financial prob- 


lems loom as the largest -question be- 
fore the legislature. In order to pro- 
vide funds to meet the Increased1 ex- 
1-enscs of government, it will bo nec- 
eisary to find new sources of taxation. 
Tnlil the taxation problem is settled 
and it Is definitely known exactly 
whut the funds of the state will be it 
will bo- a'most impossible to work ont 
the remainder of the legislative pro- 
gram. 


Governor Blalne will present his 


message 10 the legislature on Thurs- 
day. In his campaign speeches -he ad- 
vocated (m Increase in the income tai 
mtee which have remained stationary 


- since thi: law was enacted in 1911. 


It is- believed that he will also rec- 
ommend the repeal of the personal 
property offset. In asking for the re- 
peal of the personal property offset to 
the income tar Governor Elaine is not 
alone. 
He will have the support of 


tb« statfi tax commission in making 
this 
recommendation. 
Under 
the 


present law 11 a person h«s beon as 
sesscd against his personal property 
and also on his income tbe amounr of
